"HARMLESS" CRACKPOTS? 

Michael J. Quill, lert-wlnft New York City 
councilman and Internallonnl lietid of the 
tran.sport workers' union, .■iay.'i the indictment 
of 12 top CommunlsLs "serves only to make 
martyrs out of harmless crackpots," 

That opinion is not coJnR to make Mike 
popular with the comrndes. It nticl.1 innult to 
the Injury he did when he split with the 
Bolshcvlkl over Henry Wallace's presidential 
yen. 

Mike Quill used to be one ol the boys. Not a 
porty member, mind you. He says he never 
held a card. But he concedes he did cooperate 
with the pinkos. There are affidavits awear- 
ins thnt he sat In on se.wlons ot the party's 
Innermost circle from which, accordlnp to 
Moscow's rules, all but party members were 
rlgorouBly excluded. 

After extending such courtesies to Council- 
man QtiiU, the Kremlin's m&ssenger boys 
must be indignant as they scurry around, 
replacing the ball money, and think how he 
described them right out in public as "crnck- 
pota." And, worse than that, they must be 
wondorlnK what Uncle Joe thought when 
word got back to Moscow that the belligerent 
Irishman, who knows his handymen so Inti' 
mately. considers them "harmless." 

We hold no brief for the 12 Reds. We don't 
care especially whether or not Uncle Joe 
appreciates them. Maybe their usefulness Is 
ended anj-way. and they must be replaced. 
But pure objectivity Impels us t'o contradict 
Mike's estimate. 

We'll accept "crackpot." It's apt and accur- 
ate. It Is QuiU'A "harmless" with which we 
take Issue. 

We are In no position to say that the 12 arc 
harmful. Quill Is no position to say they are 
harmless. The crime of which they are ac- 
cused la not harmless. It ta felonious. They 
are accused of doing various things intended 
overthrow of the United 
it by force and violence, 
ime In mind that these men 
1, and are not being perse- 
presumed belief in economic 
_ Itlcal Stalinism. The charge Is 
not that they want to collectivize industry 
and trade In the United States, or even that 
they ndvocatb replacing our republican insti- 
tutions or our quite democratic political sys- 
tem with the rule of a dictatorship. Those 
things they have a perfect right to boileve 
and advocate. 

They arc indicted, In fact, because the 
Communist party In this country has taken 
the side of Rilssla In matters concerning 
national security. 

Those men control the party. Or. maybe, 
these men arc the In.-Jtruments through which 
the Kremlin controls the party. It Is not 
unnatural, unfair, undemocratic to let Judge 
and Jury decide whether these men personal- 
ly are legally responsible for the treason, the 
sedition of which the party has been guilty 
while they at least pretended to guide its 
actions. 

If they are, then they are far from [harm- 
less. Who is Mike Quill to decide at thl-s stage 
that the Communist party worked apalnst the 
United States, foi* bcnejlt of Ru-ssln. against 
the orders and wishes of the top 12 Commu- 
nist leaders? 

Maybe Uncle Joe will let the boys go be- 
cause they're no longer useful. But ho knows 
better than Mike Quill whether they are 
harmless. 




THE TRAFFIC SURVEY 

■Within the next week or so Twin Falls 
should have the acswer to the que.';tlon that 
has been troubling this community tor years: 
What's the reason for all the traffic conges- 
tion In our business district? 

Even since the installation of parking 
meters, finding a place to park In downtown 
Twin Falls during businc-ys hours Is next to 
lmpp.s£lble. And this condition is getting pro- 
gressively worse. 

George W. Barton, consultant for the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police, Is 
now in Twin Falls conducting a survey of the 
city's traffic problems. ^Vhcn he completes 
the Job, Twin Falls, probably for the first 
tjme in Its history, will have authentic Infor- 
mation on which to work out a solution to one 
ol its major problems. 

Mr. Barton, most likely, will outline plons 
which the city should follow in the future, in 
addition to recommending changes in our 
traffic system, which are immediately neces- 
sary. 

Stop signs, parking meters, parallel park- 
ing, speed limits, traffic ordinances and what 
not will probably come in for open discussion 
and at first blush it may be expected that 
Mr. Barton'a recommendations will meet with 
opposition. That Is always the case when 
any major changes are undertaken In- the 
conduct of a city's affairs. 

But-it-wimje—to-the-grea test-benefit- of 

everyone If we take the advice ot an estpert 
and follow out the plana he suggests. In fact, 
we should welcome the opportunity to get the 
■£ervlces of one so highly qualified to tell us 
what Js wrong with traffic controls In Twin

A poll t-iken as part of the study showed thnt Hi per 
cent of Uic voters with b cnllege education ca?t tlielr 
balloLi, compared with G7 per cent of tho hli:h school 
graduates nnd GI per cent of those with only crndB 
Mhool leamlnff. That Bl per cent, however, rcp.-esenta 
B larse majority of the total number of voters in the 
counto'. 

The American electorate has shown good JudRment 
and IntelllRence. on the whole. In cxpre.-.slng itself on 
pubUe matters and no part of It li likely to become 
Krlst for dictators* mill*. Tho education of all groups 
■of voters tn the United Stales Is deep-rooted In de- 
mocracy and tho lovB of freedom. Yet. the goal of 
higher slnndnrds for all must never be overlooked. 
ideoloRles nnd economics change the world over, and 
unless they can bo seen In the proper perapectlvo by 
an enlightening and alert electornle they will be ma- 
nipulated to the advantnge of a small and unscrupu- 
lous clnss. as hns been dono so thoroughly and tragi-

NEW YORK-If FeUx Frankfur- 
ter had taken only the part that a 
supreme court Justice normally 
takes In the social and Intellectual 
life of Washington, thero would be 
no Interest In his Influence on the 
character and the political direction 
of the American govomment. 
home and abroad. ' 

No written ' re- 
quirement forbids 
a Justice to do 
any ot the things 
Frankfurter did. 
Ho hnd a right to 
plant his pro- 
teges,. I r 1 0 n d i. 
stooges or politi- 
cal and Ideologi- 
cal agents wher- 
ever he could. 

He had a legal 
right to pl 
them In Uio war department where 
ho finally did put In his old friend. 
Henry L. Stlmson, as secretary ot 
tho age of 73, first Jostling Harold 
Ickes and Prank Murphy out of tho 
way. 

He hnd a right to stick In two 
more selected plants to assist Stlm- 
son and keep an eye on him. He 
hnd n legnl rUht to recommend and 
see lo the placement of men who 
were, to his mind and for his pur- 
poses, vnluable servants of tlie gov- 
ernment In the atnte department 
nnd In the ngenclea which absolute- 
ly rule the radio Industry under a 
policy saturated with commimlsm. 

Ho hnd this right, but such Inter- 
ference certainly was unusual and 
unbecoming. And. by the stnndnrds 
or many Americans, It was un- 
ethical. 

Frankfurter was a Judge up to his 
eyes In politics. Ho was pjishlng, 
shoving, elbowing Into business thnt 
wns no proper ntfnlr Ot any mnn 
sitting on the supremo court, 

ForelKU relntlonn were none of hLs 
InuilneH. War strntesy was none of 
hl,i' btLilnc.is. He wns an Intlmnto 
social friend nnd Ideological com-, 
rade of Roosevelt and an avowed 
parll.ian of much of Roosevelt's vio- 
lent phlloiophy' of government, of- 
ten exprc-i-wl In riots approachlnB 
wild ln.surrectlon. 

Roosevelt wns, in the most prac- 
llciil sense, a litigant In mony cnr.es 
coming beforei tho court. His oppo- 
nents were not mere adversBrle.i In 
lrf:al proceedings but political and 
social devils. 

rranklurler could call on the one 
llllgant, Roa\evelt. wheedle favors 
out of him In tho pretext of public 
service, as In hla Bclectlon of Stlm- 
!,or\ to be secretary of wo r, and nc- 
ccpl ills lioapltiiUty on yachting 
trlp.i, a touch of hlgh-Ufe that tew 
Judges could afford. 

Hut a llllgant on the other side 
couldn't approach Frankfurter nnd 
an Invitation lo dinner, even with- 
out the company. of the fast bnbwi 
th!i< oihrrn provided for their gne.^ts. 
That would have been mighty like 
coiilenipt of court. 

Frankfurter wns nn old friend ol 
Harold La.^kl. the FURllr.h Irrltnnt 
who came over here to lecture nt 
Harvard and, llnnlly, after yc.irs of 
fflUlrmlng on the b.Mic of commu- 
nism, was scotched In n Inw.-iult 
which was decisive. Lnskl denl 
tliai lie was a communl.it. 

In Uils co-io, however, he tried 
mulrl nn EnglLih pnpcr for .saying 
hu hiul couniailed or given euunten' 
to tlie u.ie of violence tor the 
vement of polUlcnl luirpo.ni 
Ln:-.kl lost. 

In the hick of any provnble state- 
mcnl to the contrary by Frank- 



furter, It must be legally assumed 
that he does not think alike with 
his friend. Laskl, In that particular. 
In broad political terms, however, 
they seem to have much In common. 
Laakl's program has now reduced 
tho British to hunger and tatters. 

David K. NUes, formerly Nelhaus, 
the While House confidential agent 
who trod a silent, shadowy course 
Uirough the Intrigues and rlvalrlr- 
of the palace plotters, was the third 
member of a congenial trio. 

Tho public never has been told 
who put NUes. or Nelhaus, Into this 
Job. In Ideology ho was another 
Frankfurter man, so even It Frank- 
furter didn't plant him he could 
havo had no objection. 

If Frankfurter did not WTlte cer- 
tain of tho fateful speeches Ot hla 
;nan. Etlmson, which guided the 
Americans toward war, he easily 
might have. 

They expressed tho views and 
purposes of the administration of 
which ho surely was on inlluentlal 
member and the man who uttered 
them waa selected by Prankturler 
for tho Job wlUi contldent knowledge 
of his convictions and plans. 

Old newarecis show Pranklurtcr 
and hb man, Stlmson, leaving tho 
ceremony together after Stlmson 
took the oath. 

It makes no difference whether 
other personalities, whether Elea- 
nor tJie great or pam.illes lo.idlng 
cnnapes and cocktails at tho brawls, 
received more notice than Frank- 
furter In the metnolre ot the last 
few years.

Stlmson was Frankfurter's man. 

In Jim Farley's story, made me- 
lodious by the Irish poet, Walter 
Trohan. Farley says thnt on Dec. 
"!B. 1D3B. President Roosevelt ca.sual- 
ly accused Frankfurter of conduct 

hich surely revolts tho decency ot 

len wlUi a proper regard for the 
supreme court. 

Hero Is one office which surely 



should seek the man. But Frank- 
furter knew whot po^-er lay In the 
wsrrant ot a Justice and Farley 
writes that Roosevelt uld to him: 

"Felht Frankfurter wsiHj to get 
on (tho supremo court) In the worst 
way. Somo months ago I had to 
tell him I Juat couldnt appoint him 
for many reosona." 

One leoaon vaa that Roosevelt 
thought the Job should go to a west- 
em man. The other was thot "I 
couldn't appoint another Jaw" until 
Louis O, Brandels ahould die or re- 
sign. 

In that statement to Frankturter, 
Roosevelt, the apostle of purity, 
meanly truckled to geography, or 
sectionalism,- the domestic cquIvbI- 
ent of "racial origin," and. with tho 
super synlclsm of which ho was 
master, blandly told one ot his 
craftiest disciples that rcUgton, : 
ability, integrity or honor, was 
be a second consideration but of 
equal ImportaDCOk 

Even today tho whole country Is 
embroiled by tho attempt of both 
parties to render Illicit tho very 
principles which Roosevelt' hero in- 
.■okcd toward tho higher Judicial 
office. 

What would Frankfurter. say 
about a miscreant convicted of re- 
jecting a fl-foot Negro showgirl tor 
a chorus line ot flvo-toot blonds?

would have reallied who wns 
secretary of stale."
